Ozark Star says: 

When Early McGowan was 
killed Tuesday evening, one of 
th best officers the county has 
ever had gave up his life in 
the discharge of his duty. 

A stranger in a Ford car 
was out in the eastern portion 
of the County. He was drink- 
ing and had been causing 
some disturbance in that sec- 
tion. When Mr. A. B. Met- 
calf went to Asbury in the 
afternoon to vote the man saw 
Mr. Metcalf was wearing an 
officers badge. He asked if 
he came out to arrest him. 
He was told no, by Mr. Met- 
calf and no further trouble 
was had. However the man 
and his condition was report- 
ed to Sheriff White. The 
Sheriff at once sent Deputy 
McGowan to the Ashbury sec- 
tion. He was accompained 
by Mr. Metcalf who is a mem- 
ber of the Ozark police force. 
When out about 6 miles from 
town, the officers found the 
stranger in his car headed in 
the direction of Ozark. Both 
cars stopped and the man was 
told that he would have to be 
brought to town. He abused 
both officers, cursing at every 
breath for some time. When 
Mr. McGowan made a turn, 
the stranger drew a large pis- 
tol of German make, and shot 
the officer through the head, 
being quick to turn on officer 
Metcalf one bullet striking 
him through the crown of his 
hat. Mr. McGowan fell to the 
ground killed instantly, the 
stranger shooting him in the 
forehead. 

Mr. Metcalf armed with a 
small calibre pistol wounded 
the stranger five times but not 
seriously. 

After seeing what had hap- 
pened the murderer jumped 
into his car and ran over the 
body of Mr. McGowan, crush- 
ing his head and fled in the 
direction of  Skipperville. 
About two miles above Skip- 
perville the murderer was 
forced to leave his car because 
of his wounds. He stopped 
near the home of Mr. John 
Davis and entered the home! 
and fell across a bed. 

By this time the news of the 
shooting had reached the 
Sheriff's office and Sheriff 
White with other deputies 
left at once for the scene and 
to search that section for the 
murderer.

The contest over the district 
boundary line which was filed 
with the County Executive com 
mittee on Tuesday night of last 
week, was withdrawn on last 
Thursday.

Every Farmer Should Poison 
His Cotton. 


Now is the time to apply the 
first application of calcium ar- 
senate poison to cotton, or just 
before the squares have form- 
ed. Of course some old cotton 
has already formed squares, 
but the rank and file of the 
fields in Coffee County have 
not yet begun to form squares, 
and one or two pounds dusted 
per acre in the bud of this cot- 


ton, or put on in syrup mixture, 
will kill many early weevils, 
because the weevils are mostly 
in the bud now, and can be 
easily reached with poison, but 
later on when thes quares are 
later on when the squares are 
such a degree till it is hard to 
locate and poison him. Poison 
can be obtained at different 
places in the county at reason- 
able prices, and it will not 
bankrupt anybody to give your 
entire crop the pre-square ap- 
plication. I had two splendid 
tests last year in Sumter Coun- 
ty with calcium arsenate on 
cotton for weevil control. One 
man made six bales on eight 
acres and the other made eight 
bales on eleven acres, when 
the average production in these 
communities was about one- 
tenth bale per acre where no 
poison was used. The Govern- 
ment Laboratory at Talulla, La 
and thousands of farmers over 
the cotton belt have thoroughly 
demonstrated the success of 
poisoning the weevil, and the 
farmer that does not poison is 
standing in his own light and
